TENNIS AJNQRLD GAME
Courts laid Out and Nets Strung in

Every Country Under
the Son.

It is a common impression among
lawn tennis players and fans in this

country that the game, as a national
pastime, belongs almost exclusively to

the Occident; that the United States and
the British empire have a monopoly of

any general high degree of skill at the
game, with France and Germany trailingalong far in the rear.

This is a misapprehension, for lawn
tennis is now a world game. Courts
are laid and nets strung pretty generallythroughout South America, southernEurope, Japan, China, India and
northern and southern Africa, as well
as in other regions where their presencecommonly indicates & consulate or

the abode of a missionary.
In the Philippines the proportion of

lawn tennis players to inhabitants is,
perhaps, fully as large as in this country.Ten years ago the game was prac-
tically unknown there. Now there are

said to be at least 20,000 persons in the
islands who play pretty constantly, and
many of them very well. Native play-
ers often use a rope instead of a net
and wooden paddles for racquets, the
expenditure of the necessary sums for
regular supplies being out of the questionfor them. They develop, nevertheless,a remarkable degree of skill
with the crude implements which they
fashion themselves.
Within the last four years several of

the ranking American players have
visited Manila for tournament play,
and have there encountered the most
expert of the Philippine cracks, and
also the most advanced of the racquet
wielders from the Asiatic lands. Upon
their first visit the invading Americans
encountered rather slight opposition,
but the far eastern players have been
steadily advancing in force, and are
now able to put forward worthy representativesof the newborn elite of the
game, who can make it interesting for
almost any opponent.
Two years ago. when the prasrnt

American singles champion, W. M.
Johnston, and Elia Fottrell voyaged
from the Pacific coast to Manila, they
succeeded in capturing the doubles and
the former took the singles event. They
encountered at that time, however, a
little Japanese named Kumagae. who
gave each of them a hard tussle in the
singles Kumagae has Evidently been
upbuilding and developing his game
ever since, for the other day at Manila
he won the championship of the orient,
defeating, with others. the strong
players from western America, ClarenceJ. Griffin and Ward Dawson. Kumagae,who lives in Tokio, has so
aroused the interest of English lawn
tennis circles that an effort is contemplatedto induce him to enter the lists
at Wimbledon when the next British
classic is staged there.
